Formation of a permanent search and rescue party in Sierra 
Madre is under way this week. 

The group—to be called the Sierra Madre Search and Rescue 
Crew—will consist of expert mountaineers ready at a moment’s 
notice to go track down lost hikers in the mountains above Sierra 

Madre. 

Need for such a permanent¬ 
ly organized body was brought 
into sharp focus earlier this 
month when Walter Weirich 
lay seriously injured in Bailey 
Canyon for three days. 

Membership in the rescue 
crew will be “highly selective” 
with an emphasis on anony.- 
mity. 

It will be made up of from 
12 to 16 men, all in top physi¬ 
cal condition and each one 
having full knowledge of the 
mountains above Sierra Madre 
—the trails, ridges, canyons 
and landmarks. 

Each member of the crew 
must have an understanding of 
first aid methods. A spokesman 
of the organization said this 
requirement can be met by 
taking periodic classes of the 
Red Cross. 

"We want no publicity for 
individuals of the crew,” he 
emphasized. “No names will be 
divulged, and it shall be known 
only as a civic group which 
has volunteered its services.” 

The reason for this, it was 
said, is to encourage only sin¬ 
cere men into the rescue crew, 
not publicity seekers. 

“The only satisfaction we’ll 
get is if we are able to save 
the life of some lost hiker. 
By having only expert out- 
doorsmcn in our crew it is pos-

An additional 
seven or 11 men are still to be 
enlisted. 

The spokesman said each of 
the present members already 
has saved at least one life in 
the mountains and can be con¬ 
sidered “expert.” 

Sierra Madre Police Chief 
Gordon G. McMillan and the 
Sheriff’s Captain Hannan of the 
Altadena Sub-Station have 
hailed the plan as “very 
worthwhile” and have pledged 
their support and cooperation. 

The crew’s spokesman said 
stretchers, axes, shovels, rope 
and walkie-talkie sets will be 
available through the sheriff’s 
office and U.S. Forest Service.

Foremen, except as otherwise 
separately classified, shall be 
paid not less than $1.40 per 
day more than the daily rate 
of the highest classification 
over which they have supervi¬ 
sion: 

Provided that no less than 
one and one-half times the pre¬ 
vailing rate shall be paid for 
any working time more than 
eight hours during any one cal¬ 
endar day,and for time on Sat¬ 
urdays, Sundays and the seven 
legal holidays, to-wit: New 
Year’s Day, Memorial Day, 
Fourth of July, Labor Day, 
Armistice Day, Thanksgiving 
Day and Christmas; 

Provided that, notwithstand¬ 
ing the general provision con¬ 
tained herein, Flagmen, Guards 
and Watchmen shall be paid 
one and one-half times the 
prevailing rate for overtime 
(overtime shall be time worked 
in excess of eight hours per 
day or forty hours per week), 
and the straight prevailing rate 
for time worked on Saturdays, 
Sundays and holidays where 
such time does not constitute 
overtime. 

The foregoing prevailing 
wage schedule is based upon a 
working day of eight hours and 
in the event that laborers, 
workmen or mechanics are em¬ 
ployed less than eight hours 
per day, the rate of per diem 
wages shall be deemed to be 
that fraction of the foregoing 
rates than the number of hours 
of employment bears to eight. 

The rate of compensation for 
any classification not listed in 
the schedule, but which may 
be required to execute the pro¬ 
posed contract, shall be com¬ 
mensurate with and in accord¬ 
ance with the rates .specified 
for similar and comparable 
classification or for those per¬ 
forming similar or comparable 
duties. 

The time within ‘which the 
aforementioned work must be 
completed by the Contractor 
undertaking same has been 
fixed at sixty (60) days from 
and after the date of execution 
of the contract agreement, ex¬ 
cluding Sundays and holidays. 

It shall be mandatory upon 
the Conlractor to whom'a con¬ 
tract is awarded, and upon all 
subcontractors under him, to 
pay not less than said general 
prevailing rates of per diem 
wages to all workmen em¬ 
ployed in the execution of the 
contract.

Establishment of central 
registration centers to provide 
speedy answers to an estimat¬ 
ed 7,000.000 anxious calls fol¬ 
lowing an atomic attack is in¬ 
cluded in California’s Civil 
Defense program. 

As quickly as conditions per¬ 
mit, after an atomic attack, 
trained registration teams will 
comb devastated areas compil¬ 
ing identification data to be 
eventually channeled to a 
central registry. There it will 
be catalogued according to a 
system previously adopted 
statewide, said Gen. Walter M. 
Robertson, state director of 
Civil Defense. 

Studies made by the OCD in¬ 
dicate a possible 414 million 
homeless, injured, and dead 
will require registration if sev¬ 
eral California cities are at¬ 
tacked at one time. Inquiries 
concerning individuals prob¬ 
ably could not be answered 
much before 72 hours, General 
Robertson said.

The men of the fire depart¬ 
ment do not claim perfection 
in their efforts to clean up fire 
hazards, nor do they have com¬ 
plete success. There are many 
places found that do not meet 
with the requirements of safety. 

Most of these are eliminated 
by the cooperation of residents 
who want to help. Occasional¬ 
ly, however, types of people 
are met who feel that they are 
being “pushed around” and 
defy everything offered them. 
Such is the case when a large 
pile of unsightly boxes, crates, 
old bed frames, parts of mat¬ 
tresses and dry trimmings and 
weeds were found and also re¬ 
ported by neighbors and pass¬ 
ers-by. 

What can be done after all 
types of kind offers have been 
presented and the resident still 
delays the removal? Explana¬ 
tions, offers of help, sugges¬ 
tions as to the removal, only 
add to the argument which has 
now developed. 

When a person of this char¬ 
acter is finally brought to 
court, who gains? It certainly 
would not be the fire depart¬ 
ment. We despise such action. 
The negligent resident would 
not gain, even though he won 
the suit. He certainly cannot 
regain the time lost. 

In comparison, to clean up 
and remove the danger is much 
easier, less costly, and by far 
the safest and most proper. 

A recent fire call brought out 
most of the fire fighters and a 
quick, well-done job was pro¬ 
nounced. Harold Spears, who 
happened to be at the Bank of 
Sierra Madre was the first to 
reach the trucks. After making 
a fine drive of the truck to the 
fire, he was compelled to retire 
to the cool of his car and take 
a back seat. Younger and more 
powerful blood took over. 

The boys are to be highly 
commended for the manner in 
which the fire was extinguish¬ 
ed. A large fire when discov¬ 
ered, it was not permitted to 
spread. Some of this can be ' 
credited to those who took ac¬ 
tion with garden hose before 
the arrival of the fire fighters. ~ 
Once more we repeat that a 
connected garden hose may be 
the means of saving a home. 
Keep one attached and handy 
for use. Little water can stop 
a small fire. Don’t let the fire 
get big. Once a fire gets large, 
there is always a doubt as to 
when and where it will stop. 

Our once shiny red fire 
trucks are now the color of a 
bay horse that fell in the muck. 
Because it has been necessary 
to remove them from the fire¬ 
house, they have been placed 
in the firing line of the street 
improvement dust. What a 
sight to see! 

We are not proud of their 
appearance and we will clean 
’em up when we can. Every¬ 
body is busy, these days. We 
can only hope that one of those 
unexpected rains does not de¬ 
velop. If so—well, the fire 
trucks will look like muck 
wagons. 

When Tom Solury accom¬ 
panied all those titled brother 
fire fighters to a demonstration 
in Azusa some time ago, he 
was somewhat chagrined not to 
be the bearer of some sort of a 
title also. At last week’s fire 
meeting, he was called many 
things, some of which brought 
fines to the “Cuss Can.”

A prediction of what Southern California’s television menu 
will look like a year from today can be gained simply by 
glancing at the public’s TV preferance a year ago. And just 
like the bill of fare at the local “greasy spoon,” it’s going to 
be unchanged. 

Set owners in this area, the comparison shows, haven’t 
changed their video taste one bit in the last 365 days. So, 
barring a few minor additions and deletions, it looks like 
another year of the same thing. 

Only major program slip has been Hopaiong Cassidy. His 
slide down the rating ladder was caused mainly by a change 
of time and station. Disregarding the cowboy with the limp, 
the “people’s choice” is practically the same: wrestling, Spade 
Cooley, old feature films, Ina Rae Hutton, Beany, etc. The 
Ruggles, Burns & Allen, Alan Young, Space Patrol, too, still 
will be popular this season. 

If they can keep up their pace, Martin & Lewis may take 
over one of the top rating spots, but chances are that ICTLA’s 
“Bandstand Revue,” an old favorite, will go to the top soon. 

Even the coaxial cable’s arrival this fall, observers pre¬ 
dict, isn’t going to change local tuning taste very much. And 
color, with all its exciting possibilities, will have edged only 
into the tiniest corner of the TV picture a year from now, So 
don’t throw awayt his week’s log; it’ll still be good in 1952! 

Speaking of color TV, the CBS color-cast of a recent Brook- 
lyn-Boston baseball game was a real thrill for Eastern sports 
fans—the few, at least, who saw it. Most press comments 
were favorable. One trade pa per said that “every baseball 
fan has been waiting to see the green grass on his television 
kcreen; now he can relax and be happy—it looks exactly 
as it does on the diamond.” 

Tire first color sets on the market appear to be rather 
awkward furniture pieces because of the revolving wheel 
problem. Odds are 2 to 1 that the disc will be replaced by 
a color tube (probably in a deal between RCA and CBS, de¬ 
spite their publicized rivalry) before too many thousands of 
the present new color sets are sold.
